Actually the go-getter is more 
mature emotionally than the other 
type. And whether we think so or 
not, 
the sour-minded and disgruntled

Taft, the only man in United ! 
States history to hold the offices i 
of president and chief justice o£ 
the supreme court, harbored no | 
hatred. Famed for his genial dis- | 
position and personal charm, he 
took with good humor the friendly 
references to him as "Big Bill," 
because of his huge bulk. 


Talt, born in 1857, was a leader 


in college studies, and quickly was 
recruited for Cincinnati politics 
because of his keen logic and wit. 
From one judgeship to another, 
he reached the circuit court by 
1892, at the age of 35. In 1900 
President McKinley sent him to 
the newly acquired Philippines, 
and there he took such sympa- 
thetic interest.in the natives that 
he turned down President Roose- 
velt's offer of the supreme court 
judgeship. 


With the help of "T. R.,H Taft 


became president in 1908, but his 
administration proved the least 
successful phase of his career. 
In 1921, President Harding ap- 
pointed him chief justice of the 


U. S. Supreme 
Court. He died 
in 1930, aged
